Howell, WO 86/05187, discloses a detergent composition comprising 1-70% by 
weight of a glycoside surfactant, 0.005-5% by weight of an enzyme, and 5-80% by 
weight of a member selected from the group consisting of water, lower alcohols, glycols, 
detergent builders, and mixtures thereof (see abstract and page 3, lines 3-13). 
However, patentee differs from applicant in that Howell does not teach or suggest in 
general a detergent composition comprising an anionic ester of an alkylpolyglycoside, 
as required in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
